“ I nev er shall be re-elected.’ 
That brief remark, taken in conjunction with the new 
may or’s policies, contains a whole v olume of commentary 
on municipal politics as it i 
practiced in America. 
The r e a s o n s for the new may or’s pessimistic prediction 
are simple. 
He aims to giv e New York a clean and elHcient. admin­ 
istration. 
He is going to reduce the number of city e m ­ 
ploy es by approx imately 10,000. 
He is going to cut salaries, aboli h u ele>s board 
and 
commissions, consolidate city departments, end tin- reign 
of graft in the letting of 
c o n t r a c t s and the buy ing of up 
olios, remov e politics from tin- police department. 
He is going, in short, to do those simple things which 
obv iously and indisputably are prop« r for a may or to do. 
But we hav e built up the kind of \v Mem in our muni­ 
cipal politics which makes it v ery unlikely that any ad ­ 
ministration can do those 
v ery 
proper 
and 
necesairv 
things and win re-election. 
To succeed in American municipal politics, a> a general 
thing, a may or of a great city must consent to a certain 
amount of inefficiency , a certain amount of 
fav oritism, 
and a certain amount of outright corruption in his gov ern­ 
ment. 
The ex tent to which he puts up with those things v aries 
from city to city , naturally ; but the man who, like La- 
Guardia, boldly proposes to abobsh them entirely is a 
great rarity , and he takes it for granted at the 
tart that 
he cannot be re-elected. 
We hav e had a great deal of talk in the last y ear about 
a “ new deal,” about a new spirit that is entering our con­ 
duct of national affairs. 
Nowhere do w e need 
such 
change any more than in our sy stem of local gov ernment. 
W e need not 
only 
politicians 
who 
are 
courageous 
enough to put principle abov e the s uc c e s s of their own c a­ 
reers; we need a public opinion that v . ill -upport such men 
when they do appear, and giv e them the backing thev 
must hav e. 
T h e pipin g times in which mon ey was so plen tiful th at 
w e could a IT(ml to support wa lefu! an d graftin g city g o v­ 
ernments hav e gone, an d there is n ot m uch chan ce that 
they will return soon . 
It is up to us to cut cloth to -uit our pur e; to hun t for
